Republican delegates claimed for 
Taft, 559; for Roosevelt, 463. Con­ 
ceded Roosevelt by the Taft man­ 
agers, 386; conceded Taft by the 
Roosevelt managers, 181. Instruc­ 
ted for La Follette, 36; Cummins, 
IO. Uninstructed, 122. 
Delegates 
contested by Roosevelt, 182; 
by 
Taft, 20. 
Democrats—Claimed for 
Clark, 
391; Wilson, 291. Conceded Clark 
by Wilson managers, 216; conced­ 
ed Wilson by Clark managers, 106. 
Claimed for Harmon, 62; instruct­ 
ed for Underwood, 82; instructed 
for Marshall, SO; Foss, 36. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio, 
May *2.—'The 
latest returns this afternoon indicate 
that Roosevelt gets thirty-one of the 
forty-two district delegates. His man­ 
agers also claim the 6 
delegates-at- 
large. Taft claims fourteen. 
On the Democratic side, where the 
ballots cast direct for the candidates 
Harmon, with returns from less than 
half of the precincts, had 60,134; Wil­ 
son, 40,227. Harmon is 
certain 
of 
twenty-eight of forty-two district del­ 
egates, and claims all but four. 
Available returns later this after­ 
noon indicate that-Roosevelt carried 
the Sixth, Eighth, Ninth, Tenth. Elev­ 
enth, Twelfth, Fourteenth, Sixteenth, 
Seventeenth, Eighteenth Nineteenth 
and 
Twentieth 
and 
Twenty-first 
Twentv-first districts. 
He gets one 
delegate in each of the Third, Fourth 
and Fifteenth. La Follette had no 
delegates, although he ran strong in 
many districts. 
Walter Brown, 
Roosevelt’s Ohio 
manager, said: “Roosevelt will be 
nominated on the first ballot. Every­ 
thing indicates that Taft Is impossi­ 
ble. The dark horse talk is ridicu­ 
lous." 
Brown concedes Taft ten Ohio del­ 
egates. It is rumored here 
that if 
Taft withdraws, his Ohio 
delegates 
will support Elihu Root for nomina­ 
tion. 
COLUMBUS. May 22.—Assured of 
at least thirty in forty-eight delegates, 
it is certain Roosevelt will control the 
Republican 
Stats convention. 
The 
Roosevelt people claim six delegates- 
at-large, also. 
Chairman Laylln of the Taft com­ 
mittee, declared that Taft would con­ 
trol the 8tate convention and elect 
the delegates-at-large, despite the ap­ 
parent Roosevelt victory. 
Harmon is running about fifteen 
thousand ahead of Wilson. 
Harmon 
is assured of control of 
the 
State 
Democratic convention.

City Clerk Burke in prepared to do 
his share in handling all nominations 
that may be made for members 
of 
the Board of Freeholders. According 
to City Attorney Heathman, there is 
a period of fourten days in 
which 
nominations can be made. 
A verifi­ 
cation deputy must. be appointed by 
each candidate for membership 
on 
the freeholders’ bourd. One or more 
such deputies can be 
appointed by 
each candidate. 
In order to make the nomination, 
each candidate must have the signa­ 
ture of electors, equaling 
at 
least 
three per cent of the names of votes 
cast in Santa Ana at the -last general 
election. 
That means that fifty-two 
signatures are necessary. 
The city clerk has provided 
the 
necessary nominal ion ’ blanks, which 
may be secured on application 
by 
any verification deputy appointed by 
a candidate. 
This appointmept must 
be made at the city clem s office. 
A portion of tile nomination blank 
states: 
"The undersigned does 
solemnly 
swear or affirm, that ..he Is a quali­ 
fied elector residing in the city 
of 
Santa Ana, California. 
That 
..he 
does hereby nominate ........................ 
as independent candidate for the pub­ 
lic office bf member of Board of Free­ 
holders to prepare and 
propose 
a 
Charter for the oily of Santa Ana, in 
and for the City of Santa Ana. to be 
filled by electors, to be held in the 
special municipal election 
in 
said 
City of Santa Ana, on the 2nd day of 
July. 1912; 
• 
• • • 
that ..he 
has not joined in any manner in nom­ 
inating any other candidate or can­ 
didates for the 
same office, or in 
nominating the same 
candidate or 
candidates for the same office under 
another or different political party 
name or designation.” 
City Attorney Heathman has 
not 
yet given an opinion on the question 
of the compensation of members of 
the board of freeholders. 
He says 
that he wrote to the city clerk of San

SONORA CITIES TO BE 
CAPTURED WAS PLOT 


Seizure Planned for Sunday-U.S. Troops 
Border Following Threatened 
Clash of Yesterday 


NOGALES, Ariz., May 22.—An al­ 
leged plot to seize several of the larg­ 
er cities in Northern Sonora was re­ 
vealed today as a result of the arrest 
of several of the ring leaders, among 
whom are many wealthy Sonorans. 
According to Mexican federal officers, 
Nogales, Mexico, Magdalena, and sev­ 
eral other towns were to be seized 
simultaneously next Sunday. 
A well organized Junta was direct­ 
ing the movement. A majority of the 
members of the junta fled across the 
border, and thus 
escaped 
capture. 
The authorities have doubled the po­ 
lice patrols here, and in all the bor­ 
der towns. 
EL PASO, May 22.—One shot was 
fired and American troops and Mexi­ 
can rebels 
yesterday 
clashed 
and 
nearly engaged in a fight when 
300 
rebels crossed the border near 
Fa­ 
bens, Texas. 
The American troops, a detachment 
of the Eighteenth 
infantry, 
under 
Lieutenant Dougherty, withdrew 200 
feet from the rebels to avoid a con­ 
flict and two Texas 
rangers 
were 
sent to parley with the rebels. They 
were told by Jose Cordova, General 
Orozco’s secretary, 
that the rebels 
did 
not recognize 
the 
American 
troops. 
Rebels A rs Pushed Close to the Bor­ 
der by Federal Pursuit 
General Huerta’s pursuit of General 
Orozco’s army 
yesterday 
continued 
and the rebels retreated to San An­ 


tonio, six miles east of the railroad,

hold.

Orozco’s army is being divided and 
scattered.

movements show General Orozco no 
longer is concentrating his forces at 
the front.

Imperial Valley 


Los Angeles Examiner: 
Judging by 
the rapidity with which the first lot of 
cantaloupes received by the various 
retail dealers of the city have been dis­ 
posed of, tile demand for the present 
season bids fair to be greater than that 
of any previous year. 
A few days ago the first consign­ 
ment of melons was placed on the mar­ 
ket and the price, in some instances, 
was as high as 821)0 per crate. This 
did not hold for many days, however, 
as shipments from tile Imperial Valley 
lowered it to the present price of IO 
cents apiece. 
A great crop is forecasted for South­ 
ern California this season. Thousands 
of acres are planted in cantaloupes in 
the Imperial Valley, the principal field 
of production. Not only is the quan­ 
tity of melons expected to be one of 
the largest in Its history, but the qual­ 
ity is now being placed on an equal 
basis with the cantaloupes produced 
in the laraous district of Rooky Ford, 
Colorado. 
A conservative estimate places the 
number of melons shipped out of the 
Imperial Valley last year at 50,000,000, 
and indications |»oint to 
a 
heavier 
crop for this season. During the height 
of tho season scores of refrigerator 
care leave the valley each day loaded 
with melons for tho 
northern 
and 
eastern markets. 
The growers and dealers of Cali­ 
fornia have this year 
organised 
a 
Cantaloupe Association that will 
at­ 
tend to marketing the melons. 
The 
feature of the association will ho not 
so much to control the prices, but to 
prevent cantaloupes from being ship­ 
ped to markets where a surplus 
al­ 
ready exists.

Edgar L. Hewett, head of the School 
of American Archaeology at

Fe, New Mexico, and director of ex­

has returned from Guatemala where 
he secured interesting Maya 
relics 
for San Diego’s exposition as well as 
data of big scierfific value. A replica 
of the Maya Temple is being prepared 
for the San Diego Exposition. 
An official report of the results of 
the expedition will be made June I, 
following the presentation of a paper 
by Dr. Hewett before the Internation­ 
al Congress of Americanists to be 
held in London and to 
which 
Dr. 
Hewett has been appointed by 
the 
State Department as delegate from 
the United States. 
Dr. Hewett said: 
“The jungle has 
been conquered at 
last, 
and 
the 
humus and debris, which for fifteen 
or sixteen centuries have covered all 
traces of the prehistoric Maya civil­ 
ization, have been removed. The ex­ 
pedition has been conducting exca­ 
vations at Quirigua. which is located 
In the valley of the Motagua river in 
the Isabal district of Guatemala. Two 
buildings are completely 
uncovered 
and stand out prominently above a 
rectangular court whioh 
baa been 
cleared of undergrowth and tropical 
vegetation. The ruins now being un 
earthed are mute wltnesaes to the in­ 
domitable patience and religious seal 
of a prehistoric people.” 
It is remarkable that prior to the 
present excavations nothing was done 
at Quirigua 
beyond 
photographing 
monoliths and pyramids, whose sculp­ 
tured hieroglyphics are the only rec­ 
ords which have come down the cen­ 
turies to speak of a prehiatorle race.
